Not only the regularly appointed 
committee 
of draft attorney*,

every Gettysburg lawyer in addition 
has been besieged the past few- day* 
by young 
registrants, hundreds 
of 
whom have received 
their question­ 
naires and are hastening to till them 
out so that 
they may be 
returned 
within the seven day limit. 
The formidable array of questions, 
some two hundred of them, have made 
the recipients of the papers hurry to 
town 
for help 
and, when they 
get 
here, they find scores of others ahead 
of them. 
Lawyers offices are besieged 
morning, afternoon, and evening, and 
the task i* really only started. 
Some 
of the men 
find that it takes 
only 
fifteen minutes 
or a half hour, with 
competent help, to fill out the blanks, 
but others have 
required three and 
four hours. 
Those who claim deferred classifica­ 
tion because 
of dependents, 
or be­ 
cause they 
are engaged 
in an occu­ 
pation necessary to the conduct of the 
war have a specially hard task. 
One 
young fellow started to fill out his 
blank 
yesterday and 
after he 
had 
worked 
a short time, 
looked 
back 
through the pages and then said. 
“Oh, pshaw. 
None of this for me. 
I'd rather go to war than do this 
I’m 
going to write on the first page, ’take 
me’ sign my name and then await.” 
Whether or not he carried out his 
plan is not known. 
The questionnaire 
has not yet been returned to the board 
at any rate. 
Time • will lie saved 
if the regis­ 
trants bring with them the persons 
who most make affidavit on the truth 
of their, claim*. 
The work of classification will Ik* a 
long and difficult 
undertaking. 
Tnc 
answers to 
the questions in 
each 
questionnaire will have to be studied 
by the hoard and then a decision will 
have to be 
made as to which 
class 
each registrant is in. 
Then cards an­ 
nouncing 
the decision of the 
board 
will have to be prepared in each case 
and forwarded to each registrant. 
If an appeal is taken the question­ 
naire will be forwarded 
to the Dis­ 
trict board but th , cover will be kept 
by the local board. 
If the registrant 
is net satisfied with the decision of 
the district board, he must carry his 
case to the president. 
The original questionnaire will then 
be forwarded to the chief executive 
by the district board. 


The Christmas atmosphere will pre- , 
vail in all the churches of the town I 
a n i the county to-morrow.

The favorite hymns which for years 
have been held sacred for the Christ­ 
mas season, will be sung. 
Th<*se will 
include “Silent Night”, “ Angels from 
the 
Realms of Glory”, “ Hark, the 
Hetald Angels Sing”, “O Little Town 
of Bethlehem”, and many others. 
All the Sunday Schools have been 
practicing for weeks past for their 
Christmas programs and the church 
notices show that in *everal of the 
town churches and in many of those 
in the county, these services will be 
hel l on Sunday. 
In some of them 
the Christmas programs will be given 
on the night before Christmas, in 
others on Christmas night. 
Few of the schools will forego their 
Christmas treats, 
and the 
children 
generally will have their boxes of 
candy and their oranges. 
In one or 
two schools candy was given up on 
account 
of 
the 
sugar-conservation 
campaign. 
In several others it will 
not be given, the money that ordinari­ 
ly was appropriated for this purpose 
now going to one or other of the 
war causes. 
But it is safe to predict that the 
war will play but little part in the ' 
considerations of the pulpit just now. 
Christmas is a joyous season and war 
has no place in it. 
Pastors, however, 
will not forget in their prayers on 
Sunday the boys away from home, 
but otherwise, 
there 
will be 
little 
mention of war in the celebration 
of tlu birth of the Prince of Peace.

They pay four per cent com­ 
pound interest, and a favorite method 
is to invest $4.12 which at the end of 
five years is worth a $5 bill. 
Dr. Huber suggests that a fine way 
for 
merchants 
and other 
business 
men to remember their employes this 
holiday season 
would lie to 
present 
-.hem 
with these 
certificates or 
a 
quantity 
of 
thrift 
stamps, 
rather 
than to give them 
money or 
some 
other form of gift. 
Later, when the speakers are named 
and the places are selected for them 
to present the matter, due notice will 
be given in The Times. 
In the near­ 
by counties the matter has been well 
presented and warmly received. 
Here 
the post 
offices report a number of 
persons 
buying the 
stamps 
but no 
local representative had been appoint­ 
ed until yesterday to direct an organi­ 
zed effort at publicity. 
The stamps can be bought for 25 
cents each, and it 
is suggested that 
persons who have little excess money 
at this time, consult with their post­ 
masters on the question of the thrift 
campaign.

Another intensely interesting letter 
has been received from Dr. Paul R. 
I Sieber, who was the first Gettysburgi- 
an to get to the Front, and whose ac­ 
count of his experiences published in 
The Times 
several weeks 
ago was 
keenly enjoyed by all who 
read 
it. 
The most recent letter was sent to 
his little niece, Geraldine Moyer, and 
after telling that it sometimes t a k e s 
six weeks for mail 
from 
home 
to 
rtach him, he says: 


“ Perhaps you often wonder what I 
am doing over here and where I am. 
I only wish I could write some of the 
things that I have seen and tell you 
about the places I have been. 
Just 
now I am at our Base Hospital, a 
very nice place for a war hospital. It 
is situated in a most beautiful coun­ 
try, part of the garden of France, anti 
fortunately it has not been demolish­ 
ed by the big guns of this war. 
“ I am sure you would enjoy seeing 
the many pretty places, 
the quaint 
wooden shoes turned up at the toes 
the little girls and boys of your age 
wear and the funny costumes of the 
natives. 


“ We have our hospital in an old 
monastery where 
for ages Catholic 
monks studied. 
The building is very 
large, but not big enough, so we are 
now destroying the beautiful gtounds, 
gardens and woods to put in barracks 
for 
patients. 
War 
only 
destroys 
things and many of them are beauti­ 
ful. 
We expect now to take care of 
3000 patient* and later perhaps, more. 


I ani 
i i i 
charge 
of the 
operating 
rooms, quite a big job, and am next in 
command to Major Miller, of the sur­ 
gical side. 
“ I have not been here very long a* 


I was away for live weeks, and jusvt 
got here. It was very exciting where 
I was, almost too exciting some times. 
At first at night when I did have a 
1 chance to sleep I could not ck) it as 
the big guns made such a noise and 
very often the air ships came and 
dropped bombs, and I would have to 
jump out and tun 
into 
a big 
hole 
away under the ground ll) to 30 feet. 
When it was real bad and dangerous 
I would attend the wounded in these 
kind of places. 
“Outside we had to wear big steel 
helmets on our heads and often had 
to put on gas masks which made you 
look like you were dressed up for a 
Hallowe’en party. 
But I soon got 
used to it and thought only of the 
poor fellows who 
were 
unfortunate 
enough to get hit. 
But 
sometimes 
they came 
pretty close 
and 
every 
once in a while one of the fell >w-s I 
ate a meal with didn’t come L>ack in 
the evening. 
1 
“ I got a bvt of relics and hope to 
show them to you some time. Each 
one of them has a story to it. 
There 
is so much good to be clone in place* 
like the place I was, and some times 
I want to go 
back. 
Perhaps 
after 
while I will go back to another place 
for a time when the fighting is heavy. 
“ We have very good meals here, hut 
no elephant e a rs . 
The food a simple, 
but good, well cooked and plenty of it. 
We even have pie once in a while. We 
live better than the French people in 
the city do. 
Uncle Sam takes pretty 
good care of us, hut you have to bl­ 
in good physical condition to get along 
and be happy. 
“ I have been in more than any of 
our Unit so far and it is needless to 
say that 
I am well and happy.
